A Congregational Council convenes 
today in New York. Drs. Buding- 
i ton, Storr . churches. will 
not participatein the proceedings of the 
council because Henry Ward Beecher 
is excluded. A very sensible action. 
Beecher was cleared by the Civil and 
Eciesiastical courts, and stands to-day 
n peer of any of his opponents. He 
wields a force for permanent good not 
exceeded by any man in the United 
States. His thought is elevated; its 
Presentation is concise and elegant. 
He gives one fresh life and renewed 
inspiration. He dissipates moral staid- 
ness, giving in its stead moral life. 
He lives in the present, and only ex- 
humes remnants of the past to give 
increased force to this living present. 
Being human, he may have erred; if so 
he has been fully pnnished. He is a 
man who possesses positive qualities 
and esteems them of higher worth 
than negative virtues. We would that 
he were less trammeled by dogmas 
which demand too sweeping conces- 
sions from the mind. We would hail 
him in that position which his 
thoughts in moments of “clearness and 
vigor” would lead him to assume. 
But he stands in that religious transi- 
tion period which is now slowly usher- 
ing the dawn of a purer, grander 
religious principle, and his work may 
be more effective for the attainment 
of the better. though possibly distant 
faith, than are the labors of Swing, 
McKaig, Hamilton, Deems, Stebbins 
and a host of others. Despite 
the religious revivals and the 
seeming steady growth of the church 
there is an increasing dissavisfaction 
among the better educated church 
members with the strict and often 
irrational tenets of many of the Chris- 
tian church. This element in the 
church is in danger of tacitly 
allying itself with a large class of 
moral men and women on the outside 
who hold to more or less “skeptical” 
views. Hundreds, yes, thousands, 
turn in their confused search for divine 
truth from the “orthodox faith” to 
spiritualism. The effects of such a 
change is seldom for the better. Old 
forms are clung to with a tenacity 
only compatible with a blind faith. 
And by these “traditions,” as they 
were, the true spirit of the word is 
made of no effect. The best edu 
cated clergymen lightly pass over 
much that is declared in the church 
faith while the tenor of their dis- 
cources contain nothing distasteful to 
the most liberal minded. The result 
is that the mass of church-goers know 
but very little of the faith to which 
they years before gave public assent.

to know that such is the case, because 


we believe that the county will gain | cert 
much by standing upon her rights. 
Had the proposal been dictated by 
generosity, the simple course would 
have been to pay under protest; and 
without conditions. As the case now 
stands, the legality of the present tax 
will be fully tested and forever set at 
rest. If the tax upon the product of 
the mines be unjust the State must 
live without it. If just, she must have 
the full amount due her. The propo- 
sition to appropriate the entire sum to, 
the use of the county could not stand, 
and was merely intended as a thrust 
at Governor Bradley’s administration: 
To remit the penalties was beyond the 
powers of the Commissioners, and was 
not desirable as matter of justice. For 
the sake of Storey county and the 
State at large, we rejoice that the de- 
cisions of the courts are to become 
final. And we hope thatall concerned 
will abide cheerfully by such a just 
determination. 

The people want to know whether 
they have any rights, and the courts 
are now listening to their plea. Gen- 
eresity and compromise form no part 
of the case, but simple justice is to 
say who was right.

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the U. 8. 
of America in Congress assembled, 
That it shall be lawful for any citizen 
of the United States, or any person of 
requisite age “who may be entitled to 
become a citizen, and who has filed 
his declaration to become such, and 
upon payment of twenty-five cents 
per acre, to file a declaration, under 
oath, with the register and receiver of | a 
the land district in which any desert a 
land is situated, that he intends to re- 
claim a tract of desert land not ex- 

ing one section, by conducting 
water npon the same, within the 


period of three years thereafter; pro- 


vided, however, that the right to the 
use of water by the person 80 conduct- 
ing the same, on or to any tract of 
desert land of six hundred and forty 
acres shall depend upon bona fide 
prior appropriation; and such right 
shall nak exceed 1 of wat 
actus ria 
for te: leroy of i abd 

reclamation; and all Bang “water 
aver and above such actual’a 
ation and use, together with the Seer 
of all lakes, rivers and other sources 
of water supply upon the public lands

The declaration must also con- 
tain a description of the land applied 
for, by legal subdivisions if — 
or, if unsurveyed, as nearly as possi- 
ble without a survey by giving with 
as much clearness and precision as pes- 
sible the locality of the tract with ref- 
erence to known and conspicuous land- 
marks or the established lines of sur- 
vey, so. as to admit of its being there- 
after readily identified when the lines 
of survey come to be extended. 

It is hereby certified that under the 
provisions of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved March 3, 1877, entitled “An 
Act to provide for the sale of desert 
lands in certain States and Territories,“ 

has this day filed in this office 
his declaration of intentions to reclaim 
the following described tract of land, 
viz: that he has proven to our
